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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 6 
January 2008 has been entered. 



Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "100" has been used to designate both the device and 
cordless smartcard reader in figure 1 . Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Re claim 1, line 7: Please clarify what "its" refers. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1 -22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Re claim 1 , line 12: The phrase "said biometric characteristics" lacks proper 
antecedent basis, that is, what is "said biometric characteristics" referring to, a first 
biometric characteristic obtained by the first biometric sensor included in the separate 
unit, a pre-configure and stored biometric characteristics in the smart card, or a result 
of comparison of aforementioned two biometric characteristics? 

The relationship between "a device" and "a separate unit" in claim 1 is unclear. 
The applicant claims that the separate unit is secured and independently operating from 
the device, however, the Examiner fails to locate what the separate unit is referring to 
and how the separating unit is operated independently in the specification. Also, the 
applicant claims that authentication is done locally in the separate unit without the use 
of any central server. However, the claim is stated that communicating the encrypted 
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authenticated request to a third party or server through the device wherein the 
requested was initiated/generated in the separate unit using the biometric 
characteristics. Therefore, the Examiner respectfully requests the rationale for 
sending/receiving the encrypted authenticated transaction request to the third party 
when the authentication is done locally. 

Appropriate correction and/or clarification are requested. 

Additional Remarks 

6. The lack of an art rejection with this Office action is not an indication of allowable 
subject matter (i.e., even though the claims 1-22 are rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 as discussed above). The disclosure/claimed 
language is such that it is impractical to conduct a reasonable search of the prior art by 
the Examiner.
